The Standard Oil Company is challenging 
its. European “muckrakers” to duels—real | 
duels with swords and pistols that will spill 
blood. 

But the wily “muckrakers” have sent their 
“regrets,” gently insinuating, at the same time, 
that the Standard’s method might kill off the 
witnesses against it, : 

This highly Christian method of abolishing 
prosecution is detailed in the daily papers of 
Hamburg, Germany. Columns are being de- 
voted to the subject of whether the Deutsch 
Vacuum Oil Company is a Standard subsidiary, 
whether it has been paying money to maintain 
high prices and getting rebates from thé cus- 
toms office, and its method of competing with 
the Holdschmidt Company, of Dusseldorf. 

The controversy started in the fore part of 
September of this year by the Hamburger 
Fremdenblatt printing the above charges 
against the Vacuum company, After waiting a 
week, that company comes back in another 
paper with a denial of the charges. Then the 
Fremdenblatt gently flicks the Vacuum con- 
cern “on the raw” by saying that “if the 
charges are not true please sue us,” and adds 
that it printed them “willfully.” 

REFUSES TO GO CALLING. 

The Fremdenblatt declares that it had been 
offered opportunity to examine the  corre- 
spondence between the Vacuum company and 
“its superiors in America,” but that it objected 
“to the somewhat strong expectation that in 
this affair we should hunt up their attorney in 
his office. If the gentleman (head of the 
Vacuum company) really wishes an investiga- 
tion in the matter he could have taken the 
usual way of calling at our office.” ° 

And the Fremdenblatt goés on: 

“In regard to the by us mentioned letter of 
the agent to his superiors (the Americans) in 
which he calls attention that the purchasing 
price could ad libitum be raised or lowered, 
we might remark that when the gentlemen in 
America repudiated the proposition, energetic- 
ally, they certainly did not do so from moral 
indignation, which in their business tactics is 
a stranger to them, but from invitation over 
the carelessness to put such proposition down 
in writing. The S. O. Co. wants no such care- 
lessness of their employes. 

“We have not asserted that the cutom 
house has been defrauded, but the fact is that 
every year the balances have been extraor- 
dinarily forced. We further know that in one 
year, when the loss from the D. V. O. Co. ap- 
peared too large to be justified before the pub- 
lic, a rebate for the reduction of the loss came 
from America, but that then, however, as a 
nominal loss was not shown, the whole amount 
Was returned. Had this not been done a tax- 
able profit would have been shown.

| Jobbers and Refiners Agree to Work Together for Anti-Discrimination, Anti- 


Disclosure and Honest Oil Inspection Laws,this Winter 





The one thousand Independent oil refining and distributing companies of the United 
States—the refiners represented by the National Petroleum Association and the jobbers by 
the Independent Petroleum Marketers’ Association—have united for a national legislative 


campaign this winter, 


With these thoroughly organized forces war will be waged on the conditions that have 
menaced the very life of the Independent oil movement, that have nearly destroyed com- 


petition and that have cost the public of this country millions of dollars. 


These conditions are price-cutting below cost by the Standard for the purpose of driv- 
ing the Independents out of business, getting secret information from the transportation 
companies of Independent shipments, and dishonest, illegal and oppressive oil inspection in 
which the Standard Oil Company has co-operated with political machines to strengthen its 
control on the oil business, and to aid it in killing reform legislation. 

The attack on the first evil of price-cutting will be made by seeking the adoption, in 
all states that haven’t now got it, of the anti-discrimination law; passage of the anti-disclo- 
sure bill will be sought to make the railroads maintain just secrecy as to shipments, and the 
oil inspection graft will be fought with a uniform oil inspection law that the two associa 
tions hope to work out with the recommendation of the National Civic Federation. 

The campaign is on now. Every member of all the legislatures that will be called upon 
to enact any law, will receive an education by letters and by personal talks from refiners 
and jobbers, for the two months before they meet for their sessions. 


In addition to the legislative campaign, the 
Independent Petroleum Marketers’ Associa- 
tion authorized its president, Hon. Thos. L 
Hisgen, to assist C. D, Chamberlin, secretary 
of the National Petroleum Association, to ob- 
tain from the National Civic Federation at its 
January meeting, a recommendation for a uni- 
form oil inspection law to be adopted by all 
the states. 

The refiners, in turn, have invited the mem- 
bers of the Marketers’ Association to come 
into the National Petroleum Mutual Fire In- 
surance Company that was finally organized at 
the annual meeting of the National Petroleum 
Association at Atlantic City, October 27, 28 
and 29, 


JOBBERS MEET. 


The jobbers mapped out their vigorous cam- | 


paign for national legislation at a meeting of 
the executive committee of the Independent 
Petroleum Marketers’ Association at Niagara 
Falls, Can., Oct. 16. Following adoption of 
these plans the committee, for the good of the 
Independent movement as a whole, authorized 
the secretary to write the National Petroleum 
Association offering the jobbers co-operatiom 
in all matters of mutual interest and asking 
for united action of both organizations in sup- 
port of the legislative campaign. 

A prompt reply, accepting the aid of the job- 
bers was received from Secretary Chamberlin, 
of the National Petroleum Association, and at 
the Atlantic City meeting,of his Association he 
formally placed the Marketers’ letter before it. 
The letter was cordially received and the har- 
monizing of efforts heartily endorsed. By a 


motion passed unanimously, the National Pe- | 


troleum Association authorized Secretary

special committee to attend the annual meet- | 
ing of the Independent Petroleum Marketers’

WILL SWING VOTES. 


The organization of the jobbers, the Mar- 
keters executive committee decided, puts the | 


most powerful weapon possible in the hands 
of the Independent oil men of the country, for 
the jobbers, being so numerous and in direct 
touch with the consumers, can bring to bear 
upon a legislature what that legislature most 
fears and respects, the voice of its constituents 
who have votes and who know how to use 
them. Heretofore the Independents, being 
represented only by the refiners’ association, 
have been restricted by their small numbers 
and great field of work, to send out some liter- 
ature and to confine their greatest personal ef- 
forts to the committees, before whom the pro- 
posed laws have been considered, and a few 
of the more prominent members of the legis- 
latures. 

_In view of the now comprehensive organiza 
tion of the Independent oil movement, and the 
awakened public mind, the Marketers’ execu- 
tive committee decided that this winter offered 
great opportunity for the enactment of laws 
that would materially assist in bringing about 
fair competition.

“Talking Points” on Anti-Discrimination Law 


For Independents to Use with Legislators 





The Standard Oil Company’s “motto has been the destruction of competition at any 
cost and this policy has been pursued without much reference to decency and conscience” 
—Interstate Commerce Commission’s report to Congress, 1907. 

“It (the Standard) has habitually reduced the price against its competitor in a partic- 
ular locality while maintaining its price at other places where the business was not profit- 
able to the competitor. When the competition was destroyed it restored the former price 
and often advanced that price”’—Same I. C. C. report. 

“That generally throughout the United States the prices charged by defendant com- 
panies in the various places where there has been effective and active competition have been 
much lower than in places where there was no competition * * * and that in such places 
where there was no competition the prices have been exorbitant and unreasonably high” * 
* * 23d allegation in government’s petition in the case of U. S. vs. Standard Oil Company, 
et al before the U. S. circuit court at St. Louis. 

The anti-discrimination law is not new; it first appeared on the statute books of Eng- 
land in 1285 in the reign of Edward I, prohibiting “forestalling” the market. Then it was 
aimed at a fish trust. It has been strengthened and develeloped into the present anti-trust 
laws. 

The law invokes the aid of the machinery of the state to defend the small man in com- 
petition with a monopoly. 

The supreme court of Nebraska, in Nebraska vs. Drayton, 117 N. W. Rep. 768, has 
sustained this law in every way and said that, 


It is within the police power of the state; 

It does not prevent “lawful” competition “nor prevent the sale at any price 
which the owner may fix or demand.” 

“The act only provides against the use and sale of one’s property for the pur- 
pose of destroying the business of a competitor.” 

“The statute clearly makes the purpose with which the act is done the control- 
ing element of the offense.” 

Law and justice in general recognizes that “every person has the right to use 
his own as he sees fit, so long as he does not wrongfully use it in such a way as to 
interfere with the rights of others.” 

Pointing to the meat trust the court says, “that both producers and consum- 
ers are losers is known to all. That this condition has been brought about by a 
system of coercion and underselling ‘for the purpose of destroying the business’ of 
local competitors, is also known to all.” 

“We are unable to see where the previously existing right of the individual to 
enter into lawful contracts is in the least abridged or impaired.” 


Fourteen states now have the law. 


Whenever this law has been defeated, when introduced in a state legislature by Inde- 
pendent oil men, it has been defeated through the direct efforts of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, which has spent tens of thousands of dollars for lawyers and lobbyists who have ap- 
peared against it. 

This law has saved the people of Kansas half a million dollars a year, according to mes- 
sage of E. W. Hoch, when governor. 


The law has been endorsed by A. B. Cummins, U. S. -Senator and leading “insurgent” 
against Aldrich & Company, by J. W. Folk, ex-governor of Missouri, who drove out the 
grafters and Herbert S. Hadley, governor of Missouri, who first successfully grappled with 
the Standard Oil Company as attorney general in recent years. 


TEXT OF THE ANTI DISCRIMINATION LAW. 


“Section 1. Any person, firm, company or cor- 
poration, foreign or domestic, doing business in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts and engaged in 
the production, manufacture or distribution of any 
commodity in general use, that shall intentionally 
for the gerecse of destroying the business of a com- 
petitor in any locality, discriminate between differ- 
ent sections, communities, towns or cities of. this 
Commonwealth or between purchasers by selling 
such commodity at a lower rate for such purpose in 
one section, community, town, or city, than is 


charged for said commodity by said party in an- 
other section, community, town or city in the Com- 
monwealth, after making due allowance for the dif- 
ference, if any, in the grade or quality and in the 
cost of transportation shall be deemed guilty of un- 
fair discrimination, which is hereby prohibited and 
declared unlawful. 

“Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm, association or corporation to combine with any 
other person, firm, or corporation for the purpose of 
destroying the trade or business of any person, firm 








| 
or corporation, engaged in selling goods or commo- 
dities within this Commonwealth and any such com. 
bination shall constitute unfair discriminatfon which 
is hereby prohibited and declared unlawful. 

“Section 3. Any person or corporation found 
guilty of violating any of the provisions of either of 
the two preceding sections shall be fined not less 
than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) nor more 
than Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) and be im. 
prisoned in the House of Correction for not less 
than one month or more than one year, or suffer 
both penalties. 

“Section 4. Whoever, for the purpose of evading 
any of the provisions of this act shall appoint agents, 
secure or hold the control of corporate stock as a 
part of such purpose, or by agreement with other 
corporations or persons cause any of the commodi- 
ties mentioned in Section One to be sold as a part 
of such evasion or attempt to evade, shall be pun- 
ished by eauprioanenent in the State prison by con- 
finement at hard labor for not less than six months 
or not more than five years if an individual, and if 
a corporation the directors, stockholders, or agents 
authorizing such evasion or discrimination shall each 
be held guilty therefor and shall be punished by the 
punishment provided in this section for individuals, 

“Section 5. All contracts or agreements made in 
violation of any of the provisions of the preceding 
sections shall be void. 

“Section 6. It shall be the duty of the District 
Attorneys, in their districts, and the attorney gen- 
eral, to enforce the provisions of the preceding sec- 
tions of this act by appropriate actions in courts of 
competent jurisdiction, but nothing herein shall limit 
the rights of any court to issue warrants and make 
commitments to await the action of the grand jury 
as for crimes under the Common law, but such 
courts are given such power. 

“Section 7. If complaint shall be made to the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth that any corpora- 
tion authorized to do business in this Common- 
wealth is guilty of unfair discrimination within the 
terms of this act, it shall be the duty of the Sec- 
retary of State to refer the matter to the attorney 
general, who shall, if the facts justify it in his judg- 
ment, institute proceedings in the courts against 
such corporation. 

“Section 8. If any corporation, foreign or do- 
mestic, authorized to do business in this Common- 
wealth is found guilty of unfair, discrimination, such 
finding shall cause a forfeiture of all the privileges 
and rights conferred by the laws of this Common- 
wealth upon corporations, and shall bar its rights 
to do business in this Comonwealth. 

“Section 9. If any corporation having been found 
guilty of a violation of any of the provisions of this 
act, shall continue or attempt to do business in this 
Commonwealth, it shall be the duty of the attorney 
general by a proper action in the name of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, to oust such corpora- 
tion from all business of every kind and character in 
this Commonwealth. 

“Section 10. Nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued as repealing any other act, or part of act, but 
the remedies herein provided shall be cumulative to 
all other remedies provided by law.” 


NEW REFINERY STARTS 
Mutual of Warren, Pa., is Now Doing 


Business 











The Mutual Refining Company of Warren, 
Pa., began running its stills Monday, Oct. 25. 
The plant is not entirely completed. The filter 
house, cement floors and the pumps aren't 
done, but will be finished within a month or 
so. The company is now only running the 
gasolines and naphthas. 

The refinery is located on the south side of 
the Allegheny river, off by itself. Advantage 
was taken of the hillside so that gravity car- 
ries the oil clear through to the tailhouse 
where the pumps are first called on. Con- 
struction was begun July 20 last. 

The refinery has three 400-barrel steam stills 
and two 250-barrel fire stills and a condensef 
box 8 feet high, 12 feet wide and 40 feet long. 
The crude supply is pumped into two 3,000- 
barrel tanks from the Wilburine pipe line. 

The officers of the company are W. A. Ben- 
nett, president; George H. Jackson, treasuref, 
and A. W. Eaton, secretary.

Great effort is being made to have this a 
real state pipe line that will be INDEPEND- 
ENT of the Standard Oil Company and if 
present plans go through this will be the case. 
The state pipe line has already bestirred+ 
the Standard to taking better care of the pro- 
ducers in the state. Despite all its loud cries 
that it never would, the Standard has backed 
squarely around in its tracks and has now 
promised to be good and “risk” its “enormous” 
investment under state control, by the organi- 
zation of the Oklahoma Pipe Line Company 
to put through the new line to Baton Rouge. 
[If the Standard can ‘do this now, without 
“going out of business,” the Standard could 
have done it in the first place last spring, and, 
if the Standard really means all the kind 
words it says of the producer, it could hav 
materially benefited the present critical con 
dition and kept the price up in the bargain in 
stead of cutting it.

Final negotiations are now on in Kansas for 
the probable compromising of the state’s suits 
against the Standard Oil Company on the 
basis of the Standard putting its subsidiary 
completely under the control and jurisdiction 
of the state.

When the restrictions placed upon the use 
of denatured alcohol are less than those placed 
on the use of gasoline or where safety and 
cleanliness are important requisites, the ad- 
vantages to be gained by the use of alcohol 
engines in place of gasoline engines may be 
such as to over-balance a considerable increase 
in fuel expense, especially if the cost of a fuel 
is but a small portion of the total expense in- 
volved, as is often the case. Denatured al- 
cohol will, however, probably not be used for 
power purposes to any: great extent until its 
price and the price of gasoline become equal

MORE HAZARD IN GASOLINE. 


The relative hazard involved in the storage 
and handling of gasoline and denatured alco- 
|hok is of particular importance in considering 
|their use as fuels for marine and factory en- 
|gines and engines to be placed in the base- 
iments of office buildings, in coast defense forti- 
fications, or in like places where a general 
|fire would be likely to result from the acci-

On this point, the bulletin states: “By us- 


ing alcohol in an alcohol engine with a high | 


degree of compression (about 180 pounds per 
square inch above atmospheric pressure— 
much higher than can be used for gasoline on 
account of pre-ignition from the high tempera- 
tures produced by compression) the fuel con- 
sumption rate in gallons per horsepower per 
hour:can be reduced to practically the same as 
the rate of consumption of gasoline for a gaso- 
line engine of the same size and speed. The 
indications are that this possible 1 to 1 fuel 
consumption, ratio by volume, for gasoline 
and alcohol engines, will hold true for any 
size or speed, if the cylinder dimensions and 
revolutions per minute of the two engines are 
the same.” 

Some of the more important results and con- 
clusions stated in this bulletin are as follows: 

ALCOHOL HAS HEAT UNITS. . 

The low heating value of completely dena- 
tured alcohol will average 10,500 British ther- 
mal units per pound, or 71,900 British thermal 
units per gallon. 

The low heating value of 0.71 to 0.73 specific 
gravity gasoline will average 19,200 British 
thermal units per pound, or 115,800 British 
thermal units per gallon. 

The low heating value of a pound of alcohol 
is approximately six-tenths of the low heating 
value of a pound of gasoline. 

A pound of gasoline requires approximately 
twice the weight of air for complete combus- 
tion as a pound of alcohol. 

A gasoline engine having a compression 
pressure of 70 pounds but otherwise as well 
suited to the economical use of denatured al- 
cohol as gasoline, will, when using alcohol, 
have an available horsepower about ten per 
cent greater than when using gasoline. 

MORE POWER THAN GASOLINE. 

When the fuels for which they are designed 
are used to an equal advantage, the maximum 
available horsepower of an alcohol engine 
having a compression pressure of 180 pounds 


|dental burning of the fuel stored or carried 


for immediate supply, or where the forming 
of explosive or inflammable mixtures of the 
‘fuel vapors and air in the immediate vicinity 
|would be hazardous. 

| It is indicated by statistics and is also the 
| general consensus of opinion of those experi- 
|enced in handling gasoline, kerosene and pos- 
|sibly less than in the use of kerosene, but as 
yet the relative fire risk has not been definitely 
|established. Considerable work has been done 
|on this phase of the investigation and a series 
|of tests that will be of assistance in determin- 
|ing the relative hazard involved in the use of 
| these fuels is in progress at the testing station 
|of the survey in Pittsburg. 

In regard to general cleanliness, such as ab- 
|sence of smoke and disagreeable odors, alco- 
|hol has many advantages over gasoline or 
/kerosene as a fuel. The exhaust from an al- 
|cohol engine is never clouded with a black or 
|grayish smoke, as is the exhaust of a gasoline 
|or kerosene engine when the combustion of 
|the fuel is incomplete, and, it is seldom, if 
| ever, clouded with a bluish smoke when a 
cylinder oil of too low a fire test is used or an 
|excessive amount supplied, as is so often the 
| case with a gasoline engine. The odors of de- 
|natured alcohol and the exhaust gases from 
an alcohol engine are also not likely to be as 
obnoxious as the odor of gasoline and its 
products of combustion. 


FEW ALCOHOL ENGINES NOw. 


Very few alcohol engines are being used in 
the United States at the present time, and but 
little has been done toward making them as 
adaptable as gasoline engines to the require- 
ments of the various classes of service. En- 
gines for’stationary, marine, and traction serv- 
ice, automobiles, motor trucks, and motor rail- 
way cars designed especially to use denatured 
alcohol have, however, been tried with con- 
siderable success. 

The price for denatured alcohol is greater 





A further general development in the design 
and construction of engines that use kerosene, 
or cheaper distillatos, and the crude petrole- 
ums may be reasonably expected and may de- 
lay the extensive use of denatured alcohol for 
some time to come; but as yet comparatively 
few data pertaining to this phase of the gen- 
eral investigation are available.

Texas Jobbing Company Sues Texas 
and Gulf Co’s 


The second suit alleging thatthe Texas 
Company and the Gulf Refining Company are 
subsidiaries of the Standard Oil Company 
has been filed against those companies, and 
also the Waters-Pierce Company in Texas by 
the Clem-Ballard Oil Company, a jobbing con- 
cern of Dallas, Texas. 

Damages for a total of $600,000 are asked for 
“persecution, seeking to destroy their bust 
ness by manipulating the local oil market and 
pursuing their wagons with agents,” in the 
usual Standard Oil manner. 

The first suits against the Texas and the 
Gulf, for being in an alleged conspiracy with 
the Standard Oil Company were filed last July 
by the state of Mississippi and are expected to 
come to trial this winter. 

The latest suits were filed at Dallas, Nov. 
3, one by A. W. Clem and H. H. Clem and the 
other by the Clem-Ballard Oil Company. Ac 
tual damages in each case are put at $50,000 
and exemplary damages at $250,000 in each 
case.

BARS S. O. SUBSIDIARIES 





State of Texas Fines Four More Con- 


cerns of Oil Trust 





Texas has ousted and barred four more of 
the Standard’s subsidiary companies, the Se- 
curity Oil Company of Beaumont, the Navarro 
Refining Company of Corsicana, the Union 
Tank Line Company and the Standard. Oil 
Company of Indiana. Total penalties assessed 
amount to $185,000. Guy Collett was made 
Feceiver and ordered to dispose of the prop- 
erties at public sale December 7, when the 
Waters-Pierce property will also be sold. 


With the passing of these corporations, 
comes the increase in capital stock of the 











Texas Company from $12,000,000 to $18,- 
000,000. The Texas Compgny has let it be 
known that this increase is simply to take care 
of the extension of the company’s business. 
Whether it means addition of new capital or 
simply the absorbing of some of the divi- 
dends, the company does not say. 

The Texas Company’s increase, however, 
has practically fixed in the minds of oil men 
the idea that it will bid in the property of the 
ousted Standard Oil Companies December 7. 
After the first of November there came a story 
from Texas that the state officials had agreed 
with the Waters-Pierce stockholders on a new 
corporation, to be headed by H. Clay Pierce as 
president, which would bid in the Waters- 
Pierce property. It is pointed out that if this 
is the case one of two things are true, either 
Pierce has patched up peace with the Standard 





or he is trying to “insurge” to some effect on 
his own hook. 


The Security Oil Company drew the largest 
fine of $78,550, or $50 a day for violation of 
Texas’ anti-trust laws. George C, Greer, one 
of the company’s attorneys, in a statement 
after the fining, said that the company was 
held for making an exclusive contract to sell 
all its products to the Standard and subsidia- 
ries.. The ouster of this and the other com- 
panies, however, was agreed to by the defense, 
after a private showing down of evidence by 
the state. 


The Navarro Refining Company was fined 
$1,300; the Union Tank Line, some 65 cars 
and accrued revenue of $7,500 and the Stand- 
ard of Indiana $62,070 of property held by the 
Gulf, Colorado & Sante Fe R. R. 

Neither of these last two companies ap- 
peared in court, nor did the Standard of New 
York and New Jersey nor the National Transit 
Line. Cases against these last three com- 
panies were dismissed without prejudice.

Kast Develops Many Brg Wells 


West Virginia’s Shinnstown Pool Takes Jump Up; Hamilton Switch Field in 
Oklahoma Furnishes Large Producer Which Runs to Salt Water 


Two five-cent reductions in the crude, market were handed the Eastern fields at the close 
of October, one of their best months of the year. 

As usual Standard Oil subsidiary companies got the cream of the new production, es- 
pecially in Illinois and West Virginia, where three wells came in for the S. O. of about 1,000 
barrels each. 

With the two cuts in crude, the Standard Oil publications again cried out against the 
“overzealous” producer who was “bringing the low market on himself,” and pointed to the 
pipe lines that “he” had congested. The cuts are expected to have much more effect in 
keeping down new production than the Standard’s oft repeated blaming of the Independent 
producer for creating the “surplus.” 

Eastern fields, although with fewer completions, showed a good increase in production. 
This was particularly due to the number of large wells found especially in West Virginia. 

Mid-Continent production continued to decline, due largely to the lack of water for most 
of the month, and which is still scarce. 

' The Hamilton Switch field near Okmulgee, Okla., which shortly after November 1 gave 
further promise of being a big pool with a thousand-barrel well, suddenly dropped with the 
well’s a “blowing up” with salt water. Many are inclined to think that this is the end of 
the pool as a big factor, in the Mid-Continent field. 

The prospective incorporation of the Standard’s new pipe line company under Oklahoma 
laws, to build the line to Baton Rouge, lent more hope to the western producer.

The 
only thing that broke the-ripple of one and 
two barrel wells in this old field was the 200- 
barrel well brought in by Patterson & Rodgers 
in the Butler field on the Ferguson farm, One 
next to it came in dry for the same people. 

WORK IS DECLINING IN SOUTH- 
EASTERN OHIO, although some good wells 
were brought in in October, enough to furnish 
an increase in the new production. But the 
field hasn’t “panned” quite as big as the boost- 
ers expected and not quite as many of the 
thousand or more oil companies, organized in 
it in the past year, put down wells this season 
as was expected. The Planet Oil Company 
drew the best prizes near Corning, with two

A goodly sized string of 100-barrel 
wells and better, came in in Clarke, Crawford 
and Lawrence counties during the month with 
quite a bunch running more than that and up 
to 500 barrels. The interest is centered chiefly 
in Lawrence county which is developing rap- 
idly but steadily as a producer. Practically all 
the good things were brought in by the Ohio 
Oil Company, although Snowden Bros. hit a 
high spot with one for 400 barrels in Lawrence 
county near Bridgeport. The pipe lines from 
the field are still crowded and the S. O. serv- 
ants are still admonishing the Independent 
producer to keep his oil in the ground, while 
S. O. subsidiaries nearly break their necks to

MID-CONTINENT. 

SCARCITY OF WATER still affected the 
western fields, but a slight improvement in 
water conditions is reported in some sections, 
although S. O. gentlemen are talking loudly 
of the possibility of some of the pipe lines 
having to shut down from lack of water for 
their pumping stations. Most of the sensa- 
tional, however, was located at the new Ham- 
ilton Switch field near Okmulgee, Okla.

Pennsylvania Dropped Ten Cents, 
Illinois Two Cents 





Two more cuts have been made in the crude 
market of the East in the: past two weeks by 
the Standard Oil Company working through 
the Jos. Seep Agency of Oil City, Pa. 

They bring Pennsylvania. down to $1.48; 
North Lima to 84 and South Lima to 79 cents; 
Indiana to 60. and Illinois to the same. The 
first cut was Oct. 21, of 5cents 6n Pennsylvania 
and two cuts on the others. The second was 
of 5 cents on Pennsylvania alone, Nav. 6; 

No reason is given by the Seep agency, 
though the S, O. publications talk loudly of the 
“big surplus” and the “activity” of the Inde- 
pendent producer, 

Independent oil men who are familiar with 
oils from all the fields, however, say that it is 
very evidently the effort of the Standard to 
meet the small difference in quality between 
Mid-Continent and eastern crudes with a sim- 
ilar difference in price. ‘At the same time, they 
point out, the Standard does not want to raise 
the price of western crude until it has “benev- 
olently assimilated” the properties at as low 
a figure as possible. 

In the past few months the Standard, they 
point out, has been particularly busy taking 
over properties in the newer fields, Illinois 
and the Mid-Continent, and that the Inde- 
pendent producer need expect no material ad- 
vancement in the market until he has prac- 
tically passed out of existence. This the In- 
dependents don’t expect to happen for some 
time yet, perhaps a matter of several years, 
according to how long the Independent pro- 
ducer can hang on at a loss. 





SEEP WON’T ANSWER 
Says He’s Too Busy to Reply to Price 


Inquirers 








The Seep Agency at Oil City, Pa., has an- 
nounced that it will no longer answer inquiries 
from Independent oil men as to the state of 
the market. 

The agency advances. as a reason that it 
“can’t be bothered,” and refers the inquirers 
to the Standard publications for information, 
which it admits will be twenty-four hours old 
at the least. This action has forced the Inde- 
pendents to get special correspondents at Oil 
City in order to keep track of the market 
changes. 

Jos. Seep makes the announgement in a let- 
ter to one prominent producer as follows: 

“TI wish to say that I will have to decline to 
quote these prices to you in the future, as we 
have not got the time to do so, and if we quote 
one party we will be continually annoyed by 
parties asking for a similar favor. It is only 
a short time ago that one of our patrons made 
application for the quoting of each change in 
the market, but we were compelled to decline 
to furnish the information for the reason given 
above. 

“Trusting that you will appreciate my posi- 
tion in the matter, I remain, 

“Yours very truly, 
“Joseph Seep.”

This is the interpretation generally placed on 
the situation since the heat of battle has sub- 
sided. This situation leaves the Independent 
producer of Oklahoma and the Mid-Continent 
field practically where he was before unless he 
can find some way of handling his oil at the 
state line between Oklahoma and Arkansas. 

This situation was forseen by a number of 
the Independents and by some Independent 
oil men in Arkansas. They sought to remedy 
the evil by appealing to the governor and at- 
torney general of Arkansas. These officers, 
however, were powerless, they said, to require 
the Standard’s new line to be a common car- 
rier through that state when the state didn’t 
have any common carrier law. Efforts to have 
a special session of the legislature for this 
purpose or some way devised to enforce com- 
mon carrier provisions proved fruitless. It is 
now too late, both in Louisiana and Arkansas, 
to get common carrier provisions made by the 
legislatures as the Standard has the line nearly 
all laid through the first state and will have 
it done in the second before such action could 
be taken. 


S. O. SPRINGS SURPRISE. 

It is pointed out by Independent oil men 
that the Standard evidently had sought to pro- 
tect itself against the Independent oil men and 
state officials of other states, awakening to 
this situation in time to have common carrier 
laws passed, by laying the line from Baton 
Rouge at the greatest possible speed. In fact 
the Standard has just about broken all records 
in pipe line laying, and is now reported to have 
more than 200 miles laid and to expect to 
finish the whole line within the next few 
months. 

Independent oil men of Oklahoma say that 
had it not been for the.agitation for a state 
pipe line coming when it did, the Standard 
would probably have put off its surrender in 
Oklahoma until all was ready to rush the line 
across that state. Shortly after the agitation 
for a state owned line, Standard Oil attorneys 
hastened to Guthrie and held a long confer- 
ence with Attorney General West to see what 
terms they could get. They got none, aside 
from those provided in the Yeager-Strain law. 





state as required in the Yeager-Strain law and 
which will own and operate the new pipe line 
to Baton Rouge as far as the line in Oklahoma 
is concerned. 

It has always been understood that the 
Prairie Oil & Gas Company was building the 
line from Baton Rouge through Louisiana and 
Arkansas to the Oklahoma line, so it is ex- 
pected that the property of the Oklahoma 
Pipe Line Company will end at the state line, 
where it will connect with the Prairie’s line 
on to the new refinery. Just where this con- 
nection will be is not} known but at all events, 
it is pointed out by oil men, the state line 
connection is as far from a market, and as 
far from a means of Independents getting in- 
dependently to a market, as are the Oklahoma 
fields themselves, 


CAN’T REACH MARKET. 

If an Independent producer were to take 
full advantage of the Yeager-Strain law, it is 
declared, he would either have to sell his oil 
at the state line to. the Prairie Company at 
that company’s own figure, or build tankage 
and take care of it himself or have it run on 
the ground. There would be little object 
for him building tankage for he still would 
have a great ways to go to reach a market 
and no way:to get there. 

These advantages, however, have been 
gained by the Yeager-Strain law, Independents 
declare, 

Standard Oil has finally accepted the com- 
mon carrier principle against which it has 
fought for years, 

The new line in the state can be used as 
common carrier to supply an Independent re- 
finery or refineries or to reach a certain rail- 
road or state market. 

The new line offers the best opportunity yet 
for a fair test of the common carrier pro- 
visions of the Interstate Commerce act. The 
Standard’s “right hand”—so to speak—has ac- 
cepted that which its “left hand” has always 
refused. It leaves the Standard as a sole de- 
fense, lawyers say, opposition to a common 
carrier complaint on some technicality of law. 

Much careful work is being done by Inde- 
pendent producers and their friends on the 
state pipe line plan. Many conferences are be- 
ing held and details are being worked out, the 
object being to have a clear, concise and en- 
tirely practicable plan in every detail, given

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i May Put Pipe Lines in Court 
By Complaint Against Charges 


Lower freight and pipe line rates on oil out 
of the Oklahoma fields, is a solution to the oil 
trouble of Oklahoma that is receiving a great 
deal of attention, following the recent per- 
sonal investigation of the Mid-Continent sit- 
uation by Clark McKercher, assistant to the 
U. S. Attorney General. 

Contrary to the reported intention of the 
Department of Justice, it may be said that the 
law provides no means whereby that depart- 
ment may itself initiate any proceedings before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. These 
must be started by the interested parties by 
means of complaints filed under the rules of 
the commission. The department of justice 
then enters the case after the issuance of the 
rule or order of the commission. 

Bringing the pipe line companies upon a 
rate complaint before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission would be an entirely new 
procedure and would open up the big fight that 
the pipe lines must be in fact common carriers, 
There has been much complaint against the 
railroads and pipe lines but no organized fight 
behind a regularly filed complaint, in behalf of 
the oil men of the Southwest. 

WOULD FIND SUBTERFUGES. 

The department of justice, it is generally 
recognized, is in a position to make the best 
of such a legal battle and to get the best 
results. It is generally assumed that if the 
department got into the question of reason- 
ableness of pipe line charges, it couldn’t help 
but develop the fact that the pipe lines now 
are not, in fact, common carriers, and of pro- 
ceeding along a line of examination that would 
show the Interstate Commerce Commission 
the subterfuges that the pipe line companies 
have made use of to avoid being common car- 
riers. Thus the whole common carrier ques- 
tion would be put up to ‘the commission in 
such a way that there could be no avoiding the 
root of the matter. 

Such a proceeding would be one of magni- 
tude and some expense and, it is pointed out, 
could only be safely undertaken by those pro- 
ducers who have epough of the spirit of actual, 
as well as ostensible, independence to enable 
them to stay with the game to a successful 
conclusion. It is the view of those informed 
in these subjects that such a movement must 
succeed if properly and diligently prosecuted. 

Mr. McKercher, of the Department of Jus- 
tice, investigated general conditions in the 
Mid-Continent field in pursuance to Secretary 
Ballinger’s cry to get a better price for the 
“poor” Indian’s oil. Mr. McKercher talked 
with a great many oil men throughout Okla- 
homa and asked questions as to prices for oil 
and whether the crude market ‘was controlled 
by a combination of the pipe line companies. 
Officers of the Mid-Continent Oil & Gas Pro- 
ducers’ Association are reported to have said 
that there is no combination while other oil 
men said that there is. After a week in Okla- 
homa, Mr. McKercher proceeded to, Kansas 
City and other points and later to Washington 
to make out his report, upon which the depart- 
ment’s future action will be based. The basis 
of this report,.or the extent to which the 
whole subject may be further investigated, 
cannot now be properly reported. 


ACT IS DEFECTIVE. 


In connection with any proceeding before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission on the 
question of the reasonableness of pipe line 
rates, it is interesting to note, that the so- 
called “commodities clause” of the Hepburn 
act entirely omits pipe lines. That clause is 
meant to prohibit railroads from hauling com- 
modities in which they have an ownership in- 
terest, and although the first section of the act 
makes pipe lines common carriers and subjects 
them to the other provisions of laws and reg- 





ulations applicable to such carriers, it does not 
provide the same restrictions as to carrying 
oil that it does to carrying commodities by 
railroads. In other words under a strict in- 
terpretation of the law a pipe line company is 
a common carrier but it can first carry its 
own oil, the other fellows will come second. 
“Aside from the hope of success in rate 
proceedings entertained by the Independent 
producers in Oklahoma,” said one of them re- 
cently, “there is an element that is giving them 
grave concern. This is the rapidity with which 
the pipe line companies are accumulating the 
producing properties in that field. Their op- 
erations in this respect are being pushed to 
the utmost and it is said that in recent large 
purchases for these interests, the method of 
transter has been carefully calculated to con- 
ceal the real owner which, in every instance, 
can be traced to someone very close to the 
various companies, who may be acting without 
active competition in this matter. While there 
may be nothing actually unlawful in such a 
movement it is clear that it leads toa powerful 
combination of interests against which the 
Independent producer will have a real fight.” 


HONOR DR. W. H. BRILL 





DR. W. H. BRILL 

Vice President Union Petroleum Company. 

The death of Dr. W. H. Brill, one of the 
best known oil men in the country, and vice 
president of the Union Petroleum Company, 
was noted by both the associations. of which 
his company is a member. 

At the annual meeting of the National Pe- 
troleum Association at Atlantic City last 
month the following resolutions were adopted: 

“WHEREAS, Divine Providence has taken 
to His Eternal Home our beloved member, 
William Henry Brill, who had endeared him- 
self to us by his unfailing courtesy, lovable 
traits of character and manly qualities: 

“Therefore be it Resolved, That we, the 
members of the National Petroleurh Associa- 
tion, have lost a true friend, a loyal associate 
and the Independent oil industry, one who 
always exerted his efforts in its upbuilding. 

“Resolved, That these expressions of our 
sympathy be sent to his family, to the Union 
Petroleum Company and be spread upon our 
records as a testimonial of our esteem and re- 
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gard for his memory, which is lastingly en- 
shrined in our hearts.” 

The executive committee of the Independent 
Petroleum Marketers’ Association, at a recent 
meeting, also authorized a letter of regret and 
sympathy to the Union Petroleum Company 
and family. 

Dr. Brill was not only one of the best in- 
formed oil men, especially as a chemist, but 
he was also an expert salesman who did much 
toward opening up some of the present ave- 
nues of trade for oil men. He early became 
associated with the drug trade, starting at 
Pittsburg, and for his services during the 
civil war he was placed in charge of the sur- 
gical ward of a Pittsburg hospital. Later he 
opened a drug house of his own and this pros- 
pered. When the oil boom came he started 
a small oil shop. His salesmanship attracted 
the attention of the Binghamton Refining 
Company, at Binghamton, N. Y. He went 
with them and later with the Alpha Oil Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia, with which he remained 
until he, H. E. Worthington and A. C. Wood- 
man organized the Union Petroleum Company. 

Dr. Brill died at his home in Philadelphia, 
September 18. F 


S$. O. ADDS TO SURPLUS 


Continues To Increase Its Operations 
In Eastern Fields 








The Ohio Oil Company (S. O. subsidiary) 
greatly increased its percentage of Comple- 
tions and new production in the Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois fields during October. In Illinois 
alone, counting in the operations of “J. C. Don- 
nell; Agent,” and the Associated Producers’ 
Company, the Standard fell short of half the 
entire activity of the whole field by only a 
small percentage, 

And at the same time comes the familiar 
cry that the producer should keep down his 
new operations, 

When the price was cut-on Eastern crudes, 
including a 2-cent cut on Illinois, October 21, 
the Oil City Derrick, of S. O. fame, said edi- 
torially: “Close observers could not have 
been surprised by the announcement on Thurs- 
day of another reduction in the price of oil. 
The evidence open to all in this country has 
been the steady accumulation of stocks in all 
fields. This has been less pronounced the last 
month, simply because the pipe lines of the 
Mid-Continent And Illinois have ceased build- 
ing so much tankage. There is surplus pro- 
duction in both sections that would fill many 
tanks if taken for that purpose. In Californiz 
there has been increase in the stocks abovg 
ground and wells have been shut in becaus4 
the existing lines have been unable to car 
for it.” 

And adds at the close, “It is purely in th 
way of business, although in strong contras 
to the general advance in prices of necessi- 
ties.” ° 

BEMOANS GOOD WEATHER. 

In its monthly report for October the 
Derrick says of the Illinois field, “Weather con- 
ditions have been ideal for work in the fields, 
but the inability of the pipe lines to handle 
the entire production has had its effect, and 
the decline in the credit balance market, while 
it came late in the month, will also have an 
effect. No doubt the operating concerns will 
curtail operations from now until spring, and 
confine their drilling to protecting lines and 
on leases where conditions compel them to 
drill.” 

In October all the known Standard subsid- 
iaries brought in 44 per cent of the comple- 
tions, as against 43 per cent for September; 
they brought in 49 per cent of the new produc- 
tion as against 40 per cent in September and 
are doing 45 per cent of the new work against 
40 per cent in September. 

In Indiana the Ohio Oil Company alone got 
61 per cent of the completions in October

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The Louisville & Nashville R. R. Co. was forced 
jpto the recent enormous reductions for Standard 
Oil refining points, by the actions of other lines 
and “to protect its patrons” according to D. M. 
Goodwyn, general freight agent of that line. He 
says his road’s action followed a reduction in the 
rate from Fayette, Ky., where the Indian Refining 
Co. has a refinery. 

To this statement, and several others, F. W. 
Boltz, traffic manager of the National Petroleum 
Association, takes exceptions. Mr. Boltz shows, 
by the dates on the printed tariff schedules, that 
the Fayette reduction followed the first reductions 
from Wood river and Baton Rouge, and he in- 
timates that the Fayette reduction may have 
prompted the second big reduction on Standard 
refining points, so as to give the Standard a safe 
margin. 

In pursuance to its polity of getting both sides 
of a case THE NATIONAL PETROLEUM 
NEWS wrote the railroads interested in the re- 
cent so-called Standard reductions for their rea- 
sons for making the cuts and citing the Independ- 
ent Oil Man’s explanation that they were made 
for the Standard. To these letters, this paper 
has received but one reply, that from Mr. Good- 
wyn, of the L. & N. This letter was referred to 
Trafic Manager Boltz for his opinion and state- 
ment of the facts. Both letters follow entire: 


MR. GOODWYN’S STATEMENT. 
Dear Sir :— 

Your letter of the 2nd instant came duly to 
hand, but, up to this time, I have not received 
copies of the editions of your paper referring to 
the reductions made in the oil rates, and giving, 


_as you say, “the oil man’s reason for them.” How- 


ever, your letter contains the statement “that they 
(the reductions) were made solely in the interest 
of the Standard Oil Company’s two refineries at 
Wood River and Baton Rouge, and that the re- 
ductions from the Ohio river crossings were 
necessitated to keep a semblance of equality to the 
rate system.” It has occurred to me that, as your 


show,” the publication of so radical and preju- 


e diced a statement as the foregoing might well 


have been suspended wntil all sides had actually 
been given a fair show. It would seem, however, 
that carriers had been condemned before the evi- 
dence was all in, and must content themselves 
with being given an opportunity to plead their 
cause after judgment has been rendered. 

In so far as the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Was concerned in the reductions made on oil, the 
simple fact is that its action was determined by 
what it conceived to be a proper measure of pro- 
tection for itself and protection for its patrons, 
ifrespective of their location or affiliation. 


FOLLOWED FAYETTE CUT. 

An adjustment of rates was made on petroleum 
and its products from Fayette, Ky., which the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad believed to be im- 
Proper and to which it objected. Our reasons for 
objecting to the adjustments were earnestly and 
carefully set forth, but as they failed to bring 
about the result for which we had hoped, reduc- 
tions were announced from all Ohio river cross- 
ings, St. Louis, Mississippi river crossings, Mo- 
bile, etc., which re-established the relative rate 
basis for which we were contending. 

It is difficult to see how such action could have 
been misconstrued, and its purpose misjudged to 
the extent indicated in your letter of November 
2nd. The Louisville & Nashville Railroad does 
uot reach either Wood River or Baton Rouge. The 
refinery at Baton Rouge is not yet in operation, 
so far as I am informed. But, irrespective of 
these facts, whatever reductions were made from 
Wood River and Baton Rouge by the lines initial 
at those points were, at the same time, made from 
Cincinnati, Louisville, Evansville, Memphis, New 
Orleans, Mobile, etc. If the reductions from 
Wood River and Baton Rouge benefited the com- 
petitors of the independent oil interests, it must 

manifest that similar reductions from the other 
points benefited at the same time and to the same 
extent as the independents themselves; the rela-

MR. BOLTZ’S STATEMENT. 
Dear Sir :— 

Returning herewith letter from Mr. D. M. 
Goodwyn, general freight agent, Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad, relative to the recent reduc- 
tions authorized in the rates on petroleum and its 
products in carloads from Ohio and Mississippi 
river crossings to various southern points. 

My opinidn .is that the explanation given by 
Mr. Goodwyn as to the actual cause of the re- 
duction made in. the rates from Wood River and 
ca Rouge is misleading and very far from the 
truth. 


In the first place he disclaims (inferentially of | 


course) any responsibility on the part of his line 
for the sweeping reductions made in the rates 
from those points and attempts to lay the onus on 
the originating lines, when as a matter of fact, 
it would simply be impossible for those lines to 
establish the rates in question (especially to points 
on and reached by the L. & N. Railroad) without 
the consent and concurrence of that line. 


THINKS ALL AGREED. 

There is little doubt in my mind but what the 
low rates now existing were the result of an 
agreement on the part of all the lines interested 
and while no doubt the action taken was vigorous- 
ly opposed by some of the roads (and possibly by 
the L. & N.) on account of the diminution in 
revenue which would result, the fact remains that 
they are now in effect and the result is that the
